Several years ago, when a 
group of frosh interested in the 
sciences learned that there was no 
publication on the campus devoted 
exclusively to the sciences, we 
decided, in true Swarthmore 
tradition, to create our own.

Our purpose is to inform the 
college community about current 
occurrences in science and to teach 
and to entertain.

Among the other 
components of the magazine are 
editorials and op-eds on issues 
such as bioethics and feature 
articles on matters such as how to 
go about finding the right intern- 
ship or how to apply to graduate 
school. 

While we hope that Matrix will 
be especially useful for science 
majors and department members, 
our goal is for the magazine to be 
of interest to all members of the 
college community. Though all 
information may not be strictly 
presented in "layman's terms." 
concepts are understandable, and 
particularly difficult ideas are 
defined or explained, so that 
everyone will be able to enjoy the 
magazine. 

Thanks to the support of the 
science departments, Sigma Xi, 
and the Bios Club, our first issue 
was published in the Spring of 
1996. The response was over- 
whelmingly positive from students 
and faculty alike, and we hope to 
expand the magazine's design in 
order to continue to inform and 
educate the college community.

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The True Meaning of Psalters 

Psalters has now been in existence for five 
years; we were founded in the fall of 1992. 
Technically, we are a Christian a cappella 
group. We get together and sing Christian 
music. We sing at churches and at Christian- 
oriented events, (though we sing in secular 
settings as well), several times every 
semester. Our music reflects Christian doc- 
trine in one way or another. At first glance, 
we look a lot like an a cappella group that 
happens to sing Christian music: we hold 
auditions for new members, we warm up and 
fret about our voices, we pick music that we 
hope will interest and hold an audience. The 
Swarthmore campus sees us, by and large, as 
a singing group with a few extra quirks. 

We, however, try not to see ourselves that 



way. Our first and highest objective as a 
group is to spread, by word and example, the 
good news of Christ: to preach that he lived 
on earth, died for our sins, and rose again to 
bring us to new life in him. Our commitment 
is not to performing catchy or entertaining or 
even beautiful music, but to proclaiming that 
message in the most effective way possible. 
We guard, therefore, against excessive cho- 
reography and anything else that might dis- 
tract from the words that we sing, and we 
choose songs that we feel tell the truth about 
Christ in a way that will make people listen. 
Our name. Psalters, is a pun. A psalter is 
an old English word for a book of hymns— 
and on the one hand we do see ourselves that 
way, as a repository for Christian music and 
a space for singing it. But in Matthew 5:13, 
Jesus says to those who are following him 
"You are the salt of the earth." commanding 



them not only to follow the Law but to be 
examples to others. As such, we strive not 
only to sing about Christ, but to show in our 
lives that we believe in Christ's teaching; 
Jesus goes on to say, in Matthew 5:16, "Let 
your light so shine before men, that they may 
see your good works and give glory to your 
Father who is in heaven." 

This year. Psalters performed at the Fall 
and Spring Jamborees and did a few off- 
campus concerts as well. We also sang at the 
Gospel Jam, a gathering of Christian a 
cappella groups which was held this year at 
Penn State. 

Colossians 3:16: Let the word of Christ 
dwell in you richly, teach and admonish one 
another in all wisdom, and sing psalms and 
hymns and spiritual songs with thankfulness 
in your hearts to God.

The 1996-97 men's basketball season was quite a "historic" 
one. The Garnet. led by its six seniors, began the season with 
high expectations. They fulfilled them heartily early on. 
beating Pomona-Pitzer, a team bound for the NCAA tournament, and 
Stevens Institute of Technology, jumping to a 2-0 record at the 
annual Equinox Classic. The Centennial Conference season began 
with a win over Johns Hopkins highlighted by senior Colin Convey " s 
25 points and 6 assists. A victory against Johnson & Whales at The 
Whaling City Ford Tournament in Connecticut marked senior center 
Aaron Bond's "coming out party." Bondo tallied 24 points and 16 
rebounds to bring the team's record against Division III opponents to 
a lofty 5- 1 record at the semester break. 

The start of the second semester tested the team' s resilience through 
adversity. The team lost against Pomona-Pitzer after the Garnet held 
an early 17 point lead. But, in the game against Occidental, A.J. 
Shanley "97 registered career-best 26 points and saved the team from 
sure defeat and their vacation in sunny California. 

The Garnet's play in these games foreshadowed a stretch of "jet- 
lag" where the Garnet lost 5 out of 6 games, bringing the record to 6- 
8. Ben Schall '97 helped to right the Garnet ship with a big 2 1 point, 
12 rebound performance against Muhlenberg in late January. The 
team rolled for six consecutive wins, including the 100th of Coach 
Lee Wimberly' s career in a grudge match against conference rival 
Ursinus at the Palestra in Philadelphia. The Garnet once again stood 
tall with a 12-8 record. The senior class would present Coach 
Wimberly with a plaque to commemorate his historic victory on what 
many expected to be their final home appearance. Senior Night 
against Dickinson College. "Downtown" Chad Brown made the 
most impressive start of his career against Dickinson, but it was 
Schall who capped the narrow victory with a final second free-throw 
making the final score 64-63 also bringing him one point closer to the 
one-thousandth of his career. Schall finished the season with 1.060 
career points. 

The team proved that it had saved its best for last, during their 
playoff run in the final weeks of the season that included consecutive 
road wins over conference foes Haverford. Muhlenberg, and Johns 
Hopkins to earn the right to host the Centennial Conference's Cham- 
pionship game. This team comprised of senior strength and young 
talent in the likes of Tim Schofield '99, J.J. Purdy '99, and Mike 
Schall '99 apparently had spent all that it had to reach the Champion- 
ships; the loss, unfortuntately, seemed unavoidable. This team was 
the first-ever Swat team to advance to the finals and also the first to 
win an ECAC Championships bid against Lincoln Uni\ersity. The

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The 1996-1997 team was a team of new beginnings. With only five returning 
players, Swarthmore's roster showed a rather young team taking the 
court. Under the coaching of new head coach Adrienne Shibles, Swarthmore 
recorded a 7-16 season. 

Senior co-captains Lisl Cochran-Bond, led the team with 14.2 points per game and 
1 .9 assists (6rpg). and Pia Houseal, leading rebounder with 9.0 per game (9.4ppg), 
joined junior Michelle Walsh (6ppg, 5.6rpg), who lead the team with 48 steals for the 
season, as the three upperclasswomen. 

Other returning players included Holly Barton "99 (8.7ppg) whose three point 
( 38.5 ) and foul shot (79.2) percentages led the team. Jean Quinn '99 whose aggressive 
style of play as one of the conference's smaller post players made her the team's 
second leading rebounder with 6.2rpg, and Rachel Gutman '99. Sophomore Holly 
Baker joined the team for the first time and contributed an upbeat style of play. 
Women's basketball at Swarthmore also had a strong class of first years including Kira 
Cochran-Bond, Gwyn Horton, Thalia Mills, and Leslie Young. Swat women prided 
ihem,selves on their strength and their aggressive defense, nationally ranked early on 
in their season for defense. Although a team of only eleven, these women battled their 
way through a lot of tough games against teams with greater depth. 

The first half of the women's season started with a tip-off tournament at Drew 
University where Swat beat St. Elizabeth in the opening game to begin their season 1- 
and then fell to the tournament's host in the finals. Cochran-Bond and Barton were 
named to the All-Tournament Team. In late November, Swat traveled to Smith 
College for the annual Seven Sisters Tournament and was narrowly defeated in the 
first round by Wellsley , who went on to compete in the final game. After a victory over 
Bryn Mawr and a close loss to Vassar, Swat returned home to await the second half 
of their season. Houseal was named to the Seven Sisters All-Tournament Team. 

The Garnet Women jumped out to a great start their first week back from break 
defeating Bryn Mawr. Their next game against Dickinson was one of the highlights 
where Swarthmore women defeated this team, 7 1-63, for the first time in Swarthmore's 
women' s basketball history. The season quickly moved on. Another of Swarthmore' s 
highlights was a conference win against Western Maryland, 60-59. Swarthmore 
finished 7-16 with some tough end of the season losses. Swarthmore women's 
basketball was a well-rounded team, ending with five different teammates leading in 
scoring and six teammates leading in rebounding at various times. Cochran-Bond 
finished her career having scored 714 total points, leaving her 6th on the all-time 
scoring list, as well as the best career foul shooter with a .674 average. Houseal 
finished her career with 706 total points, 7th on the all-time scoring list, and 665 
rebounds, 5th on the all-time rebounding list. A strong team will return for the 1997-
